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1977 CROP UP 8 PERCENT -- DELICIOUS STILL LEADING VARIETY 


The 1977 output of apples in the United States is forecast, as of August 1, at 
6.9 billion pounds. This is 8 percent greater than last year's freeze-damaged crop, 
but falls short of the record 1975 total by 8 percent. Increases are expected in 
every region of the country with the East and Central States up 14 and 13 percent 
respectively from last year and the West up 1 percent. 


Red Delicious retained its position as the Nation's leading apple variety, 
accounting for 36 percent of the total. Other leading varieties and their percent of 
the total crop are: Golden Delicious, 18 percent; McIntosh, 10 percent; Rome Beauty, 
7 percent; Jonathan, 5 percent; and York Imperial, 4 percent. Together, these six 
varieties make up 79 percent of the 1977 U.S. production. 


Production increases are in the offing for every variety except Gravenstein, 
Rome Beauty, and Yellow Newtown. The largest increases from 1976 are expected for 
York Imperial (up 31 percent), McIntosh (29 percent higher), R. I. Greening 
(up 26 percent), Stayman (24 percent greater), and Northern Spy (up 23 percent).
